some of them unduly covetous, the problem 
continues to await the adumbration of future 
we by Government—we presume, “in col- 
aboration with the farmers’ organisations and 
other representatives inside and outside the 
Oireachtas. These bodies have yet to make 
their full force felt in the national life. But 
there is an aspect of the lem which, we 
submit, both the farmers themselves and that 
remainder of the public which recognises the 
dominance of farming amongst the essen- 
tial factors in the national housekeeping 
should ponder more deeply -than they have 
hitherto done. We refer to the claims and 
arts of publicity. It is unnecessary to post- 
pone the consideration of this phase of the 
farmer's existence to any new direction of 
agricultural policy. 


The Milk Industry. 


As a concrete case, let us consider the pro- 
duction and sale of milk. It ig no doubt true 
that the milk trade in Dublin is run on very 
expensive, wasteful, and ill-organised lines, 
but we are not at the moment concerned with 
the reform of this industry, vastly important 
as we know it to be. We are concerned 
rather with the fact that demand exceeds 
supply, not only in quantity, but- in respect, 
of yuality. Much good as well as a great deal 
of inferior milk is being supplied to Dublin 
consumers twice daily, but there is need for 
more, and the demand for better milk as well 
as more of it awaits increased publicity. We 
may not have—apparently, we do not think 
we have—the need in this country which led 
in England to the formation of the National 
Milk Publicity Council, but we have no doubt 
that the national health and the national 
wealth would hoth profit considerably from 
propaganda similar to that in which that body 
ls engaged, 


Approaching the Public, 


To take a few instances. We learn from 
the December: issue of ‘‘ The Milk Industry,” 
a journal published by the National Federa- 
tion of Dairymen’s Associations, that the 
Council have circulated 200,000 recipe books 
and 70,000 copies of a booklet entitled “ Milk 
in the Home: What the Doctors Say About 
It.’ Last winter the Council conducted a 
demonstration on the value of feeding milk to 
school children in the city of Birmingham. 
Such a project, of course, lies outside the 


‘scope of individual farmers, though we see no 


reason why some one or more of the Agricul- 
tural Committees of the County Councils 
might not interest themselves similarly in the 
case of Dublin or Cork or Limerick—indeed 
it 1s not always our large cities that need the 
reatest attention directed to their milk supply. 
ur point 1s, however, that there is room, apart 
from work to be organised by representative 
bodies, for progressive farmers to produce and 
advertise pure milk—to be raised and. sold 
under “ Grade A ” conditions. And if several 
farmers with a combination of public spirit 
and enlightened self-interest would unite to 
do this they would reach or make a public 
which is as yet only half conscious of its 
own wants. What is true of milk and milk 
products is true in greater or less measure of 
vegetables, eggs, and, indeed, most of our 
farm produce. If the farmer does not him- 
self make a better effort to approach his public 
he may remain for long enough a piece to 
be moved hither and thither, as traders, the 
general public, or the powers that be. may 
determine. At the least, he should make his 
voice heard more emphatically in the Press. 


Need for Advertising. 


It is not only the farmer, however, who 
suffers from a neglect of publicity, The 
manufacturer who has seeds which form the 
'“ power” or some necessary ingredient in 
the production of the farmer’s produce is less 
alive to the presence of his potential market 
than would seem probable. It is surprising 
that a large proportion of the space devoted 
to manufacturers’ advertisements is not 
utilised to advertise agricultural equipment 
and the best forms of package for conveying 
or packing material to safeguard agricultural 
produce. We have a bad name in Ireland 
for our methods of packing and despatch. 
Those who cater in such things would do our 
producers and themselves a good turn if they 
did not limit their publicity to an occasional 
exhibit at the R.D.S. Shows, the Royal Ulster 
Society’s and a few country Shows. There 
are, of course, many big firms which realif& 
this, but it ig still true that farmers who 
recognise that they are being left behind in 
the use of power machinery or the handling 
of butter or eggs by those in other countries 
who watch new developments seldom. see, 
even in the, Agricultural Press, the new type 
of equipment of which they are, perhaps sub- 
consciously, in search. Of course, this aspect 
of the problem is one in which advertisers 
consider they understand their own interests 
fully ; perhaps they do. 


Bringing Prodacer and Consumer Together. 


It is, however, fairly clear that a part of 
the misconception through which the country- 
side and the city view each other with a 
mixture of sympathy and. suspicion .could -be 
disnelled, the sympathy deepened, and the 
suspicion lessened, if not dissipated, by a 
mutual advance towards each other through 
publicitv. It is the aim of this page, amongst 
other things, to encourage such interchange 
of views between rural and urban citizens as 
may disclose to each those aspects in the 
common life of both which a too intense 
pre-occupation with either may tend to over- 
look or to exaggerate.

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Further inquiries. amongst ‘auctioneers and 
estate agents regarding present land values 
in ireland only go to contirm the experience 
of those whose experience was previously re- 
ferred to in these columns. North,, South, 
Kast, and West the story is the same. Where 
there is a good middle-sized farm, with nice 
dwelling-house, the demand is good enough, 
but purchasers will not go near the prices 
that were given during the past few years, 
and Jands bought in 1920 and 1921 would 
have to be sold at a loss of at least 15 or 20 
per cent. In County Sligo, grazing land. has 
recently been let at £5 and £5 10s. per Irish 
acre, virtually last season’s figure. Une corre- 
spondent points out that the prices of farm 
products, including live stock, having fallen 
considerably, it naturally follows that land 
is not so valuable, and buyers are less coura- 
geous than when profits were higher and more 
encouraging. ‘his correspondent adds :— 
‘Notwithstanding the foregoing, ‘ Wheeler 
in his valuation: books considers that. the 
price of land will go up according to the in- 
crease in population, but ‘unless the country 
is prosperous it would scarcely apply. 

A Waterford correspondent states that the 
present demand is not equal to that of recent 
years, either for the purchase of lands or for 
letting for grazing. ‘‘The cause of the de- 
pression,” he says, “ has been-—Firstly, the 
action of. the banks in refusing to 
advance money for purchasing. Secondly, 
the general depression in farming, owing to 
cattle and farm produce falling off in value. 
Thirdly, we have had a farm labourers strike 
in Co. Waterford, from May to December. 
Here we find that small holdings have been 
realisable, but buyers want a reduction of 
at least 33 per cent. on old prices, and there- 
fore, little business results. | 

In Co. Mayo good grazing land is still 
holding its own, but the average holding 1s 
only about ten to twenty acres in extent. 
On the whole the demand for, and price of 
land in this part of the country is lower 
than it was two or three years ago. 

Recent transactions include the following :— 
90 acres without house, £950; 12 acres and 
house, £650; four acres, no house, £575; 
3 acres and house, £250; 12 acres and house, 
£725. 

Large residential holdings everywhere have 
been almost. tmpossible to cash. One reason 
for this is the expense of keeping up a country 
mansion, and another is the burden of local 
rates, 

Some idea of the value of land in Co. 
Kilkenny may be gleaned from: the following 
particulars of farms recently sold :—52 acres 
ó roods 18 perches, price £1,285; 20 acres 
1 rood 22 perches, price £1,650; 4 acres 2 
roods 20 perches, price £450. There is a 
depreciation of from 10s. to 25s. per acre in 
grazing lands. 

In short, it may be said that, while land 
values are still above pre-war fates, they 
have declined as compared with the prices 
ruling during the past three years.

Prizes for growing potatoes immune from 
Black Scab disease were offered in South 
Tipperary last season, and, in reporting on 
the results, the judge remarks that every 
possible effort should be made to develop the 
cultivation of potatoes in the South, as at 
present the towns there are largely dependent 
on. the North for supplies. He adds that in- 
tending competitors in future competitions 
should pay attention to the following points: 

Procure seed early in the season from a 
reliable source and have it. sprouted. 

Plant on medium-sized drills, about 26’ 
wide, and apply a moderate dressing of farm- 
yard manure, supplemented by a good dress- 
ing of artificial manure, madé up as follows :— 
4 cwt. superphosphate, 35 p.c. ; 1 cwt. muriate 
of potash, and 1 cwt. sulphate of ammonia.

Lecturing under the auspices of the Royal 
Ulster Agricultural Society, Dr. R. 8. Wil- 
liams, of the National Institute of Research 
in Dairying, stated that the first essential in 
clean milk production was the person. Then 
came light, water, and steam. It was im- 
possible to produce clean milk continuously 
unless they were prepared to sterilise their 
vessels. Scalding did not replace sterilisation. 
Having got light and a clean water supply, 
cur a required a clean stool and a covered 
pail, There was a big difference between 
pasteurisation and sterilisation. If the milk 
was pasteurised they would not get the same 
food value. 

With reference to the lecturer’s suggestion 
that the cows should be washed before milk- 
ing, Sir Robert Kennedy said that they could 
‘keep their cows as clean and as well groomed 
as their horses, 


COST OF MILK PRODUCTION. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Robert Prioleau, in an 
article published in the January number of the 
“ British Friesian Journal,” gives some in- 
teresting figures showing the cost of produc- 
tion of milk in Mr. G. Seton de Winton’s | 
Upminster herd of British Friesians. Fifty- 
five cows and heifers produced 46,016 gallons 
of milk from October Ist, 1922, to September 
Nth, 1923, an average of 1,045 gallons per 
animal. The average cos of food per 
gallon of milk was 5.44d., the total cost of 
production per gallon for food and labour 
being 8id. per gallon. Home-grown foods 
were valued at cost of production, and not at 
market values. Lieutenant-Colonel Prioleau 
contends that as the production of milk in- 
creases the cost of production per gallon de- 
creases, and says that those farmers who keep 
herds with an average yield of from 600 to 800 
gallons cannot have any idea of how their 
costs of production would lessen with a herd

DAIRYING IN KING'S CO. 


PROGRESS OF COW TESTING. 


At the North King’s County Cow-Testing 
Association meeting, held at Tullamore, Rev. 
Father Collins presiding, the supervisor's 
report was read which showed that although 
the Association was only a ‘short time in 
existence it had made good progress. 

The Rev. Chair.nsn said that the members 
had got a lot of valuable information which 
should be useful to them in future. It had 
been shown that the average — cow in 
Ireland gave us 400 gallons of milk, which 
everybody knew was not sufficient te support 
the cow. One difficulty was the want of 
funds for the develoyment of dairying. From 
the Department they could not hope to get 
the same grants. The Government ordered that 
the maximum W future was to be £12,000 for 
dairying instruction in ail Ireland, and he 
heard a Department official] state that they 
would not increase that amount no matter 
what increase-there might be in branches of 
the Association. “ Against that,” Father 
Collins said, ‘‘in the North of Ireland the 
Government contributed £29,000 for a similar 
purpose—dairying in the Six-Counties.’” What- 
ever they might say about the injustice of 
the thing, the fact remained that, if they were 
going to develop dairying, they must find the 
money to assist them, locally. Cork County 
had led the way, approached their County 
Council and got a cunsiderable grant. With 
the development of aairying they should 


similar proposal, because it was recognised 
all over Ireland that dairying was the most 
important br: nch of the farming industry at 
present. Farmers who were inclined to put all 
their eggs in one basket—tillage or the 
keeping of fat stock—found that dairying paid, 
but ‘to make it a success they must have 
financial help. As the Government could not 
finance it, and seeing that the industry was 
for the benefit of the whole country, it would 
not be wrong to approach their County 
Council and ask for help. The farmers paid 
the largest portion of the rates and were 
getting very little in proportion. They con- 
tributed more than any others to Government 
and local sources, and got in return a miser- 
able £12,000 for dairying! It was suggested 
at the Congress that the position of super- 
visor,’ Father Collins proceeded, should be 
made independent, that the whole funds 
should go to the Couaty Committee of Agri- 
culture, and that the supervisor should have 
a fixed salary and permanent status; that he 
should not be dependent on farmers or 
members of the Association. The whole value 
of the milk records depended on the super- 
visor, and, if they had no confidence in him, 
they could ‘iave no confidence in his records; 
and in order that he would be independent 
and enabled to do his work properly, he should 
be paid properly. By keeping records they 
could discriminate between the bad and the 
good cows, and weed out the bad ones. 

lt was decided to send a deputation to the 
County Counc.i to ask for financial assistance, 
the deputation te be Rev. Father Collins 
(President of the Association) and Mr. P. J. 
Egan, T.D.

In planning the manuring of his crops for 
the coming season the jarmer should arrange 
to be liberal te potatoes, owing to the expense 
of their cultivation, and to mangels because 
of the heavy crop they can yield.

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PHOSPHATES. FOR GRASS 
LAND. 
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Can anything be done in addition to sowing 
wild white clover to improve temporary pas- 
ture? The answer given by Mr. G. Scott 
Robertson, D.Sc., is: “ Yes; apply phos- 
phates."" No farmers who sow grass seed 
should omit to apply phosphates. Many far- 
mers prefer to apply nitrogen in the form of 
nitrate of soda or sulphate of ammonia to 
their first year’s hay crop. It is admitted 
that in this way a iú crop can be ob- 
tained. Nitrogen, however, sends up the 
grasses at the expense of the clover, and as 
a result the second and third year’s grazing is 
poorer, On. the other hand, phosphates, in- 
stead of nitrogen, may give a slightly lower 
yield of hay. They will, however, vastly im- 
prove the quality. 

The improvement of grass ‘land depends 
mainly upon two factors. 

1. The application of phosphates. 
2. The sowing of wild white clover at 


all mixtures where it is proposed to 
leave the grass down for two or more 


years. 

In what form should phosphates be applied 
to permanent and temporary grass’ 

Prior to 1914 there would have been only 
one answer to this question—basic slag. 

Unless « a satisfactory substitute for 
basic slag ia found the only alternative 
would be superphosphate, and whilst this is 
an áiteacdlháilih valable phosphate fertiliser it 
would be unfortunate for the farmer if he 
found himself with only one source of supply.

OPPORTUNITIES IN THE 
UNITED STATES. 
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There is a wonderful market for frish- 
manufactured goods in the United States, 
declares Mr. M. F. O'Hanlon, General Secre- 
tary of the Irish Farmers’ Union, ‘who has 
Just arrived in Dublin after completing an 
extensive tour of North America. 

Right through the States Mr. O'Hanlon 
found a desire amongst the people to promote 
the welfare of [reland in every possible way. 
There seemed to be more concentration on 
direct trading between Ireland and America 
than in any other direction. There were 
tremendous possibilities in that respect, as 
Ireland had in America a good opening for 
butter, tweeds, lace, marble, hosiery, rugs, 
blankets, and mackerel, to mention only a 
few of her exportable commodities. 

Irish exporters should be careful not to 
concentrate upon exporting their available 
aurplus, but to supply what people in the 
United States want. If goods are exported 
they shonld be manufactured along lines to 
suit American tastes. Tweeds, for instance, 
should not be too heavy. There must be 
uniformity of quality and continuity of sup- 
ply. Up-to-date business methods are abso 
lutely essential. 

If the North American market were pro- 
perly catered for there need be practically 
no unemployment in Ireland, was Mr. 
O’Hanlon’s conclusion.

\PPOINTMENTS RESTRICTED TO

BRITISH EMPIRE EXHIBITION.

In the. Senate yesterday a resolution to 
make citizens of other countries in the 
Empire eligible for the Free State Civil 
Service was defeated by 20 votes against 19. 

On the suggestion of the Chairman, con- 
sideration of the Fisheries Bil] and the 
problem raised by the Dail’s refusal to 
accept an amendment passed by the Senate 
was postponed until next week. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde proposed a resolu- 
tion in favour of the Free State being 
represented at the British Empire Ex- 
hibition. The Minister for Finance said 
that arrangeménts that were made a year 
ago were cancelled later in view of the 
finanvial position. He was afraid that 
now it was too late to do anything in the 
matter. 

In the Dail it was announced that 
dividends paid on investments in the 
Dominions were not exempt from double 
income tax. The Public Safety Bill was 


discussed in Committee. 
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CONCILIATION COURTS 


TO SETTLE INDUSTRIAL 
DISPUTES. 

The Senate reassembled yesterday after the 
Christmas recess. 

Senator Haughton’s motion on the subject of 
conciliation courts for labour disputes, which 
was adjourned from the last sitting, was 
taken. 

The motion was:—‘‘ That with the object 
of avoiding industrial friction throughoyt the 
Saorstat between employers and employés, the 
Seanad earnestly requests the Government to 
devise means whereby Courts of Conciliation 
and Arbitration might be constituted im- 
médiately, of which the decisions would be 
final, and which would command the con- 
fidence of the public generally. ”' 

Mr. Haughton said that the question of un- 
employment was the most important que>- 
tion which confronted the country ‘at the 
present time. The whole country had been 
severely handicapped in the recent past by 
strikes and locks out. Very large sums of 
money had been thrown away on salaries, 
wages and capital, and in his own neighbour- 
hood they estimated that more than a quarter 
of a million of money had been lost in the 
three months through a strike. Some means 
should be devised whereby those unwise, im- 
prudent, and, he would say, foolish actions 
could be averted. Other parts of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations—Australasia and 
the Dominion of Canada~had set ther. splen- 
did examples in the matter of dealing with 
industrial disputes, and he ventured to hope 
that Ireland would rise to the occasion and 
follow their lead. 

Mr. O’Farrell said that, so far as the 
principle of Couciliation Boards, as distinet 
from compulsory arbitration, was concerned, 
his colleagues and he were in complete accord, 
and there always had been giester pees 
tor conciliation boards from the workers 
than from the employers. Compulsory arbi- 
tration very often was a fruitful source of 
trouble, while conciliation boards frequently 
succeeded in averting troyble, and averted 
loss and suffering. 

He contended that the employés should te 
taken into the confidence of the employer». 
It was only in that way that the success of 
any enterprise could be fully secured. They 
could not make people, whether workers or 
employers, conciliatory by fain #9 At 
the present time there was nothing to prevent 
both sides in any industry from utilising by 
mutual agreement conciliatory machinery. 
Such a dévelopmént would not serve as an 
absolute guarantee against strikes and locks 
out, but it would tend to lessen the pro- 
bability of such things occurring. 

He could not agree with the suggestion thar 
the Government should set up Courts of Arbi- 
tration, for they could not have temporary 
or permarient industrial peace on the strength 
of awards made by people who generally had 
a very superficial knowledge of the conditions 
obtaining in the particular industry with 
which they were called upon to deal. It 
would be too much to expect the workers to 
sgree to have arbitrators appointed by the 
present Government, who had gone out of 
their way to attack wayes. 


: GREATER OUTPUT. 


Referring to the call of employing interests 
for greater output, Mr. O’Farrell said thar 
Labour called for gréater efficiericy of em- 
ployers.. Until Irish traders and manufac- 
turers developéd a more enterprising and pro- 
gressive toirt, he was afraid that hey would 
be unable to provide proper conditions ol 
employment for their em loyés oF 
to compete with others in the foreign 
market, and that the country as 
whole would be poorer than it should be. 
He believed that they would not secure that 
industrial péace which. was so sorely needed 
by the tomahawk onslaughts of employers or 
the axe-swinging propensities of the Minister 
of Finance. 

The negative attitude of cutting down 
wages, in place of a positive effort to increase 
business, indicated a policy of bankruptcy. 
Instead of getting the workers to put their 
backs into the work, it would compel them 
in defence of their livelihood to put their 
backs to the wall. 

Mr. Douglas said that, while favouring the 
use of arbitration and conciliation 4ribunals, 
gome "members could: not endorse a proposal | 
to make it compulsory on the, parties to 
submit to the findings of any such body. 
Personally, he would be well content, if busi- 
ne@s were flourishing, that wages should be 
higher here than anywhere else, and he would 
like to seé Ireland so developed on the lines 
of efficiency 4s that they could afford to be 
proud of their higher wages. 

They knew, however, perfectly well that 
within the next twelve mofiths or so that 
state would not be reached, and unless 
the position was 4 ghra” by Labour there 
would be a good deal of loss on both sides. 
He would like to see some machinety by 
which there would be at least a conversation 
before any strike could occur, and he thought 
it was essential that some sich machinery 
should be provided without delay, especially 
for the larger concerns. , 


NO STANDARD. 


He thought that it was more or less gener- 
ally admitted that géneral compulsion could 
not be applied to the decision of such 
Arbitration Courts. Looking at it from the 

int of view of the arbitrator, he would 
like to point out that it was almost impossible 
for an arbitrator, for the President of a 
Commission, or for the person in the position 
of a conciliator, to do more than try and 
adjust differences, because he had no prin- 
ciple upon which to base a decision. He 
differed in that respect from a judge in a 
court of law and from a jury which had to 
find a verdict on facts. There was no definite 
standard which could be adopted.

SERIOUS SITUATION. 


BILL. 


The Chairman suggested the postponement 
of the consideration of the Fisheries Bill, 
which had been returned from the Dail. The 
Lower House had disagreed with the Senate’s 
amendment to the bill. He said that in 
view of thé serious situation which it raised 
he would strongly recommend the members 
of the Senate not to discuss the matter that 
day. He thought it desirable that they 
should be thoroughly informed “upon what 
had occurred. Their position did not seem 
tu be understood ip the other House and had 
not been correctly stated there. They would 
have the second reading of the Judiciary Bill 
on the Order Paper for Wednesday, and he 
suggested that the discussion on the Fisheries 
Bill should be postponed until next week. 

On the motion of Sir Thomas Esmonde the 
discussion was postponed until next Wed- 
nesday or thé next sitting of the House. @& 

The Chairman said that he wanted to re- 
mind the House that the Senate staff had’ 
ceaséd to have any legal existence. They 
had been appointed for a year and that 
period had expired. He thought it desirable 
that the whole matter should be considered 
at their leisure, because they would probably 
settle the question for all time. He sug- 
gested that they should carry on their staff 
ón the terms already existing until the lst 
April next. 

This was agreed, and the matter was re- 
ferred to the Committee which originally 
dealt with it. 

The Civil Service Regulation No. 2 Bill was 
next considered on report. 

Sir John Keane moved the following amend- 
ment to Section 4, Sub-section 2 :— 

To add at the end of the sub-section the 
words: ‘‘and also to the citizens of any €o- 
equal nation of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations that accords to the gitizens of 
Saorstat Fireann identity of treatment with 
its own citizens in respect of regulations for 
appointment to and service in its civil ser- 
vice.” mm 

He smd that’their position as a co-egual 
member oí the British Commonwealth of 
Nations had bean fully and adequately re- 
cognised, and more especially in the way 
they had been received and in the position 
that had been given them at the recent Im- 
perial Conference. The fact that they were 
a co-equal member carried with it the right 
to do as they pieased, and also carried with 
it the obligation to be fair and generous; 
and that was what his amendment .was in- 
tended to ensure. 

He did not conceive that a very large num- 
ber of citizens of other nations would com- 
pete, but if they did wish to compete they 
should he entitled to do so, and he desired 
to see that citizens of this country should not 
be prejudiced if they desired to compete for 
the civil services of any other of these 
countries. 

Mr. Hotghton and Mr. Guinness supported

A DISSENTIENT. 


Colonel Moore disagteed, while recogtising 
that there was a gréat deal to be said from 
the point of view of Irishmen and women 
who wanted to go abroad to England and 
other places. He thought this country had 
suffered long enough from the best brains, 
intelligeone and energy going abroad. His 
view was that they ought to do all that they 
could to induce their people to stay in the 
country. If they prevented them from taking 
up positions abroad. so much the better, be- 
cause. they would have the advantage of their 
remaining at home.

Generally, most of the Civil Service appoint- 
merits were open to members of the Common- 
wealth,

They had applica- 
tionsYrom a large number of highly qualified 
men belonging to many nations, but the 
majority of the Board said in effect 
that it was a case where only Irishmen 
need apply.” He had, personally, nothing to 
say against the candidate who had been 
selected, and the complaint was simply that 
his qualifications could not be put on the same 
footing as those of some other applicants. He 
was, however, opposed to. the amendment for 
the réason given by the Minister for Finance. 
He had no sympathy with Colonel Moore's 
attitude. 

On a division the amendment was lost, 19 
voting for it and 20 against. 

Sir John Keane moved an améndment to 
Section 9, which substituted the words 
‘* Executive Council ” for the words ‘‘ Minis- 
ter for Finance’’ and “Minister ” in the 
section. He said that as it stood the section

He thought it Was a most important 
thitig, but he was afraid that it was too late.

CASES OF DOUBLE PAYMENT. 


Majer Cooper (for Captain Redmond) asked 
the Minister i6r Finance if he was aware that

EMPIRE EXHIBITION. 


Sir Thomas Esmonde moved :—'' That the 
Seanad is of opinion that, with a view to the 
encouragement Of Irish industry, steps should 
be taken for the representation of the Irish 
Free State at the forthcoming British Empire 
Exhibition,” 

He said that he was not blaming the Go- 
vernment, which had had a great many difh- 
culties to face. They had ba doing very 
Important work, and would have very im- 
portant work yet to do. 

If the Minister for Finance did not loosen 
the purse strings very readily he was not pre- 
pared to find fault with him. They did not 
ask the Government for more than its good- 
will. Thé country was quite competent to take 
charge of the situation, but the yood-will of 
the Go vatnment was of very considerable im- 
portancé, because, undoubtedly, it would 
assist them in many ways, quite apart from 
financial considerations, 

There was no doubt that the Free State 
ought to be represented at the exhibition. 
At the present juncture of affairs, if they 
were to be represented at Weinbley it must 
largely be by a common effort: He thofigbt 
that the Irish people were very willing to 
take the major share of the burden upon 
théir own shoulders. It was not for him, 
but for the business men of the country, to 
suggest how the thing might be done, and 
for the representatives of Irish Labour too. 

It might he possible to come to some 
understanding between the controllers of their 
industries and those employed in carrying 
them out. This had been done with gréat 
success at the time of the Irish Industrial 
Exhibition. In the Wembley Exhibition they 
had a very great opportunity of exhibiting 
Irish industries and appedling to the best 
market, the only real market, there was at 
the present time. They ought to take ad- 


vantage of it. 
A SLUR. 


Sir Nugent Everard, in seconding the 
motion, said that it would be a slur on the 
present Government if it were seen that, 
whereas the Department of Agriculture under 
the British Government made it a first object 
to show the goods Iréland had for sxpors wn 
a “oh rremang and artistic way at important éx- 
hibitions the world ovér, it was now making 
no attempt to do so. He thought the Go- 
vernfmeilt would be held to be at fault. ' 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Financé, stated 
the attitude of the Government. e said 
that more than a year. ago the Government 
decided to take part in the. fair; ‘and he 
thought they had actually secured a site; if 
not, they had certainly bas in negotiation. 


L As the last winter went on destruction in the 


country got worse, and the debt grew, and 
as the time for introducing the estimates camé 
oa they decided that they could riot commit 
the country to the expenditure that would be 
involved, and must relactently withdraw from 
the proposal. 

Up to a month ago the position had not 
improved so as to etiable the Government to 
reconsider the matter; but after the success 
of the National Loan the matter did come up. 
They thought then, however, that the time 
when an exhibition would do them credit had 

assed. While some good result might have 
eén obtained from a really good, wéll-or- 
ganised exhibition in a good place, no good ré- 
sult would follow a “ scratch ” exhibition in a 
pavilion, Eas ill-placed and not imposing. 
He thought it was now too late to do any- 
thing useful, 

It would be quite impossible in the time 
that was available to erect a pavilion or to 
organise an exhibition satisfactorily. More- 
over, whereas a considerable expenditure 
might bring good résults and impress people, 
a small expenditure might have quite a con- 
trary éffect. 

Dr. Gogarty said that if the Free State 
was missed from the exhibition at Wembléy, 
the internal conditions which caused that 
absence wojld not be understood by others, 
and they would be taken as still sulking in 
qr" tent, and doing so in the presence of 
he greatest collection of visitors that war 
likely to occur in our time. A tént could 
be put up in a week, and a pavilion ih'a 
month. The country would han have the 
advantage of an immense advertisement at 
very little cost, and it would be able to 
clear itself up in the eves of its customers ina 
way that was highly newessary.

previous tó the establishment of the Free 
State income tax payers in Ireland were en- 
titled to certain relief in respect of a similar 
tax paid by them in the Dominions; and 
whether it was intended to continue such, or 
substitute other, relief as between the Free 
State and the Dominions. 

Mr. Blythe said that he was aware that 
a measure of relief fiom the income tax of 
the late United Kingdom was granted in respect 
of income tax paid in any of the oversea 
Dominions on the same source of income, 
This relief was granted irrespective of any 
reciprocal treatment on the part of the over- 
seas Dominions. It was obvious that the Free 
State could not continue to grant relief on 
this basis, and for 1923-24 and subsequent 
years the Free State grants double income tax 
relief in respect of British income tax, hut 
not in respect of Dominion or Colonial in- 
come tax. 

The granting of relief in respect of Dami- 
nion income tax would involve effecting a 
reciprocal arrangement with each of the over- 
sea Donijnions separately; and, as at present 
adVised, he did not consider it either neces- 
sary or desirable to endeavour to effect such 
arrangements. . 

Major Cooper said that great hardship was 
inflicted on individuals who held property in 
Austraha in this matter, ahd he asked the 
Minister if he would consider the advisability 
of gee some arrangements. 

Mr, Blythe said that hé was always open 
to reconsider the matter when fresh informa- 
tion was available. 


FORMERS DAILS’ LOANS. 


The Minister for Fihance moved a resolu- 
tion authorising certain charges on the Central 
Fund in connection with the disposal of the 
property of the first and second Dails, and 
the redemption of the loans raised by those 
bodies. i 

He said that the amount raised by the loans 
was 24 milliona.. That would be made up to 
some éáteht as follows :—Home Loan £378,130, 
bixternal Loan £1,502,120: “The rate of ex- 
change might affect the amount to be repaid 
later. Interest on the Home Loan would be 
met by £151 122, and the interest on the 
External Loah, assuming that it would not 
be redeémed until 1926, would bé £390,645. 
The total sum was £2,222,127. If might be 
well within that if they succeeded in uying 
Amerivan dollars at a favourahle rate of éx- 
change, and the sum might be less than that 
mentioned in the resolution. 

The resolution was passed.

Affairs, moved the Committee stage of the 
Public bia, Powers of Arrest and Detention 
(Temporary Provisions) Bill. 

Major Bryan Cooper moved, in Section 7, 
an amendment empowering a superintendent 
“to delegate his powers under this Act to 
any member of a police force under the con- 
trol of the Ministry for Home Affairs.’’ Unless 
this delegatian of authority was authorised in 
the bill, he said, a subordinate might find 
himself liable for prosecution. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the amendment was 
a ‘useful one. He wotild ask Major Cooper to 
agree to an alteration which would make it 
tead: ‘‘ Superintendent or any member of a 
police force thereto authorised by him.” 

Major Cooper accepted the alteration, and 
the House agreed te the amendment. 

Section 7 of the bill defines a ‘ responsible 
officer’ of the. military forces as an officer 
who is not below the rank of Commandant. 

Major Cooper moved to add after thé wotd 
Commandant the words: “who shal] have 
power to delegate his powers under this Act 
to any member of the military forces of 
Saorstat Eireann, not below the rank of 
sergeant-major, save, arid except, in such cases 
where a military force has been detailed in 
battalion orders to arrest any person, or per- 
sons, in which cage every member of such 
force shall be deemed to possess the powers 
granted by this Act.” 7 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the Minister for 
Defence had drafted a suggested amendment 
which might meet objections. It proposed to 
substitute for the words mentioned (after 
Commandant) the words: “who may be 
specifically empoweréd in any . particular 
case by the Minister of Defence 
delegate his powers under 7 
to any member of the déferce forces.

STATEMENT BY 
LICENSED TRADE.

Yesterday the usual weekly meeting of the

Business of a routine character having beén 
dealt with, . 
The Chairman proposed a vote of sympathy 
with Mr. John Was y, Stephen street, one of 
the oldest and most respected traders, on the 
recent deith of his aon; with the relatives of 
the late Mr. Patrick MeGuinnets, Phibshoro’: 
also a very old and staunch. member of the 
Association, and also with Mr. John Keogh, 
T.C,, on the death of his son. 


J. O'Neill, and, having been supported by 
praitically everybody présent, was passed in 
, Silence. 

The Chairman called attention to an article 
published in the Freeman's Journal during 
the previous week, purporting to show that 
the licerised trade in the Metropolitan Area 
were guilty of gross “profiteering” in the prices 
charged for porter and stout. It was stated 
in a géneral way that the profits were enor- 
mous ahd that the public were being fleeced ; 
that the price of XX in England was two- 
penee under the prices in Dublin, while ad- 
mitting that, owing to the relief in duty and 
the amount taken off by the brewers, the 
English trade purchased at ohe penny per 
bottle less than here; that the Association 
refused to give suitable evidence to the Com- 
mission.on Prices held a year ago; that. con- 
sumers pay 500 per cent. more than pre-war ; 
that the Dublin traders are charging twopence 
per pint and bottle mure than is charged in 
the provinces, and so on. So much absolute 
piffle and groundless attack of the Dublin 
trade had appéared in the Dublin Press dur- 
ing the past two years that they, he thought 
wisely, decided to take no notice of it; but 
this article required some remarks from him, 
as it appeared in a paper which, in the pest, 
had a great. record for fairness and im- 
partiality. 

Continuing, Mr. Conway said that the 
present prices were fixed about four years 
ago, when the last duties were imposed upon 
beer and spirits. They were then considered 
fuir and reasonable prices, and had the: tacit 
approval of the Irish Food Controller. At 
that time conditions were far more favourable 
to the trade than they are to-day. War 
money was still flowing freely; wages were 
lower in one section of their employment, 
while the licencé duty paid by the trade was 
only one-fourth of what it was.gow. Since 
then there had been no reduction in the beer 
and spirit duties; the three-fourths licenve 
rebate had been withdrawn, and as a natural 
result of the backwash of the European War, 
and more recently of the Civil War at home, 
the amount of money spent or, liquor had been 
so curtailed that at the moment he could 
honestly say that those howses which had to 
pay many hands were scarcely paying their ex- 
penses. There was fo analogy whatever be- 
tween their business and the other trades 
dealt with in the Yreeman articles. 
of thé other businesses the overhead and main-

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tenance charges had come down enormously, 


presumably, little falling off in the volume of 
trade, as they dealt in the necessaries of life. 
He would say no more, however, about those 
other trades, and only referred to them at all 
as he wanted to point out the obvious unfair- 
néss of putting their trade in the same cate- 
ory. That was the chief point to remember. 
here was not only no falling off in the over- 
head charges and expenses in running a public- 
house in Dublin in recent years since the present 
pfices were fixed, but it was, in point of fact, 
all the other way. 

Now for _some of the comparative 
statements. It was said that they were 
charging twepence per boftle and _ pint 
pare ga of porter) more than in England. 

e had evidence which was aveilable that the 
avérage price of a bottle of Guinness’s stout 
in London at the present time is eightpence, 
and there all bottles are at least sixteen to 
the gallon; in Manchester sevenperite, and in 
Liverpool gevenpence. This brings the price 
in those places to the same level as ours. 
Porter is not sold in those places at all. The 

rice in Dublin is eightpence, where we pay 
rom 228. to 24s. jer barrel more for the 
article. He had authoritative information 
about other large ceritres in England and 
Scotland showing the prices averaged at least 
sevenpence per bottle ; but he selected those 
three places as about the fairest for a com- 
parison with Dublin, though the civic rates, 
cost of lighting and other public services were 
also much lower in those places than hére, 
In Liverpool the rates were 13s. 4d.; cost of 
électric light was 54d., as compated with 9d. 
here. In the London area the civic rate was 
lis. 4d. and the cost of electric light 7d. He 
had made inquiries and found it was nót triie 
that outside Dublin the prices were sixpeuce. 
In some few places the prices were the same 
as in the Metropolis, but the almost universal 
pricé of the bottle of stout outside Dublin 
was sevénpence, and the same for the pint of 
porter wherever it was sold: but there was 
very little single porter sold in the provinces. 

e would point out, furthermore, that there 
were no jtist grounds for comparison of any 
place outside with the Metropolis. . In the 
majérity of cases the sale of liquot was ohly a 
side line. Rents, rates, licence duty' were a 
mere bagatelle, and the business was 
chiefly run by members of the family. 
Just a smali illustration. The average 
house in Dublin employs four assistants. 
Their salaries and maintéenance—withont 
going into anything else—amounted to £650 
per annum. Four years ago they had a ten 
weeks’ strike over the fixing of these wages. 
The Freeman article stated that they shirked 
the Prices Commission by refusing to fill up 
the questionnaire which that body asked for. 
they declined to fill up that questionriaire on 
the advice of one of the most eminent men in 
Ireland to-day, who described it as an un- 
warrantable prying into the gt affairs of 
the individual, but they did not refuse to 
co-operate. _ Distinguished counsel gave evi- 
dence on their behalf. and six of théir own 
representatives were under examination by the 
Commission for a whole day. ‘hey even 
went so far as to get twenty-five cases of 
accounts under headings, ‘“‘A,’ “B,” “OC,” 
etc., made out by chartered accountan 
Showing the trading in each case for twelve 
months; but the Commission declined to 
accept it.

DEBATES IN THE LORDS & COMMONS 


from Qur Own CcRRESPONDENT. 
LOI DON, Tuesday. 
HE Labour members, who came into 
T the House a week ago flushed with 
and thirsting for office, 
were in a  vather more subdued 
mood to-day. Perhaps, the responsibilities 
of Government are beginning to weigh upon 
their minds. They-even allowed their leader 
to slip into his place without giving him a 
cheer. There he found Mr. Asquith beside 
him, but the veteran ex-Premier was ob- 
iously still oppressed with catarrh, and left 
ihe task of presenting the Liberal case to 

Mr. Lleyd George. 

Before the House could get to the Ad- 
dress, however, it had to submit to a series 
of delays. First a long queue of members 
waiting to take the oath had to be dealt with, 
The most notable of these was Lieutenant- 
Commander Kenworthy, still weak after his 
long illness, and walking with the aid ‘of a 
stick. Then the Standing Orders were run 
through, and here Mr. Jack Jones made the 
fivst of many interventions, by asking if the 
proceedings of Parliament could be _ broad- 
cast, The speaker advised him to put a 
question to the appropriate Minister. “1 do 
not know who he is,” retorted the Labour M.P. 
amid laughter. 


“SPOILS FOR THRE VICTORS.” 


The next business should have been the elec- 
tion of the Chairman and Deputy Chairman. 
For these posts Mr. Baldwin proposed the re- 
appointment pro tem. of Mr. Hope and 
Captain Fitzroy, both of whom were ready to 
resign, if later the House should desire them 
to do so. At the same time, he was quite 
willing to postpone the motion, if the House 
so desired; but pointed out that there would 
be a risk, in the case of the Speaker’s illness, 
of no one being able to take the chair. 

Mr, Macdonald preferred postponement, 
sines an election at this moment would 
inevitably necessitate a division, which he 
thought would be. regrettable—and, he might 
have added, would possibly reveal a change 
between Liberalism and Labour. Colonel 
John Ward objected to postponement, and 
twitted his old Labour friends of having de- 
veloped a ‘‘craving for power and pelf,’ an 
accusation which Mr. Jack Jones promptly 
justified by describing his ‘belief in ' the 
spoils for the victors.”’ 

Mr. Baldwm, in accordance with his under- 
taking, withdrew the motion. 


INTERNED M-P.'s CASE. 


A letter from an official of the Government 
of Northern Ireland, announcing the con- 
tinued internment of Mer. Cahir Healy, M.P., 
was read by the Speaker, and led to a long 
debate on the question of privilege. It was 
initated by Mr. Pringle, who argued that the 
House should insist upon Mr. Healy’s release, 
on the ground that he had never been con- 
victed. 

This view was supported by Sir John 
Simon and Mr, Harbison, and opposed by 
Mr. D. D. Reid and Mr. Moles, who pointed 
out that the House had by its own act made 
the Government of Northern Ireland respon-

He is a keen contro- 
versialist, but on this occasion touched on only 
one debatable matter. The Preference resolu- 
tions of the Imperial Confevence constituted, 
he thought, anSobligation to the Dominions, 
to flout which would be a national breach of 
faith. 

lord Apsley seconded,-and réferred to the 
curious strange condition of parties. It re- 
minded him of the medieval battle in which 
one of three hostile generals agreed to fight on 
one side in the morning; and on the other in 
the afternoon. 


LIKE A PENNY BAZAAR. 


The mover and seconder quite deserved the 
encomiums passed upon their performances by 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. - He described the 
King’s Speech as “a miscellaneous collection 
of odds and ends,” rather like “ the stock-in- 
trade of a penny bazaar,” and declared, to the 
joy of his supporters, that all that was wood 
in it had been stolen—or at least borrowed— 
from the programme of the Labour Party. 

He seathingly denounced the Government's 
feeble handling of foreign affairs, and declared 
that the recent election had done more to re- 
call the existence of Britain to the minds of 
foreign statesmen than twelve months’ abor- 
tive efforts at intervention. 

He absolutely declined to accept Mr. 
Mitchell Banks's view that this Parliament was 
bound to carry out the Preference resolutions. 
The only pledge was that they should be 
brought before the House, and that would be 
carried out to the letter, What he wanted to 
know was whether the Prime Minister was 
still a Protectionist. 

An unfortunate passage, aceusing Mr. 
Baldwin of..promoting class hatred and of 
breaking his word, roused Conservatives to a 
vigorous protest, which for the moment 
knocked Mr. Macdonald out of his triumph int 
stride. But he recovered to state the terms 
of the Opposition amendment: “' That His 
Majesty’s present advisers have not the confi- 
dence of this House.” 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE AMUSING. 


Mr. Lloyd George amused the Honse by 
describing the King’s Speech as “ an election 
address issued after the election is over,” or 
‘the Labour programme without the seasou- 
ing.” and dev the bulk of his speech to 
foreign affairs, which, he not obscurely hinted. 
had never been properly handled since he left 
the helm. Hardly veiled attacks on M. Poin- 
caré, and even Marshal Foch, preceded a hope 
that the new Government would re-assert on 
the Continent the influence to which by its 
sacrifices this.country was entitled.

VISCOUNT GREY'S VIEW, 


The debate on the Address in the House of 
Lords was listened to by the Prince of Wales 
and his brother, the Duke of York, from their 
places on the front cross bench. 

Perhaps, the most notable speech delivered 
in a discussion lasting for some three and a 
half hours was that made by Visconnt Grey, 
who was frankly uneasy with regard to the 
political situation. The present Government, 
in his opinion, was absolutely discredited, and 
he failed to derive much solace from any 
possible combination between the two other 
great political. parties, A permanent co- 
operation between the Labour and Liberal 
Parties did not strike him as feasible, and, 
with the situation so uncertain, it seemed to 
him that the simplest course to adopt was to 
vote .on each question as it arose, purely on 
its’ merits, apart from any party considera- 
tions. 

Personally, he has no intention of voting 
simply for the purpose of keeping any particu- 
lar party in power.. But he had no appre- 
hensions in regard to the advent of a Labour 
Government. Panic arising out of such a 
possibility was unwarranted and mischievous. 
The real danger would come from those ex- 
tremists who desired to carry by force what 
they could not achieve by constitutional 
means. 


SUPPORT FOR LABOUR. 


The Marquis Curzon twitted Lord Grey on 
the absence of anything that could be con- 
strued as a Liberal programme. He then 
reverted to the unwisdom of Mr. Asquith’s 
declaration that he would not lift.» finger 
to keep the ‘present Government in office, and 
said that the right hon. gentleman must not 
be surprised if in the future, when he heeded 
support, he failed to get it. He endorsed the 
noble lord’s optimism as to the government 
of the countev by Labour. “In .so far as that 
party pursued a policy consistent with the 
dignity. and interests. of the country, they 
would receive support. - 


LIBERALS' DEATH-KNELL. 


The prospect of a Labour Government, was 
received with considerable favour by Lord 
Haldane, but the Earl of Birkenhead was not 
so sure that the optimism of the noble lord 
would be justified by the event. He urged 
their lordships not to accept the smooth and 
easy assurances of the noble and learned lord, 
who was only happy when reading Einstein 
and Haeckel. As to the position taken up 
by Viscount Grey and Mr. Asquith, he could 
only say that no more reckless gamble has 
ever been indulged in by men who had held 
responsible offices of State. They had sounded 
the death-knell of the once great Liberal 
Party.

POINTS FROM THE

Viscount Grey. 


Viscount Grey commented on the extra- 
ordinary and unprecedented length of . the 
King’s Speech, which, he said, contemplated 
a programme for a whole Parliament, rather 
than for ove sessidn. The reference to the 
two Reparations Committees was:the first ray 
of light they had had on this very dar 
question of reparations. It was a real step 
forward, especially because of the participa- 
tion of the United States. These commit- 
tees were set up by the co-operation and the 
agreement of the Allies. It was another 
proof of the fact that no progress could be 
made in European affairs unless the Allies 
co-operated. If American co-operation was 
ag essential as ever, he regarded with great 
apprehension, the growing difficulty of that 
co-operation, caused by the drfferent views 
taken by the British and French Governments 
on the Ruhr policy. 

He feared that the European situation was 
drifting towards catastrophe. They were 
travelling on the same road that Europe 
travelled before the Great War. The “aly 
hope was for every nation to sign the League 
of Nations covenant. 

The King’s Speech sounded very like a 
Liberal and Labour manifesto at the last 
election. 

The general situation was unprecedented. 
The Government were at the mercy of the 
Liberals and Labour if they combined. 

The Government could not recover from 
the rebuff to its prestige until it had gone 
through the wholesale process of resignation. 
There could be no “eng years working ar- 
rangement between the. Liberal and Labour 
arties. The Labour Party wanted the 
Liberal Party eliminated altogether from 
public life. The situation was so confused 
that the simplest course was the best.’ As 
the various questions arose the Liberals 
would vote according; to their views, without 
regard to the result. He would not vote 
simply to keep the Government in office.

VERY SERIOUS. 

On the motion for the adjournment of the 
House, Mr. Johnson said that an opportunity 
should be given for. the examination and 
elucidation of the statement made by the 
Minister for@Agriculiute with reference to 
the guarantee given by the British Govern- 
ment to bonds-which were to be issued under 
the Land Act. It appeared from the state- 
ment made by the Minister that some discus- 
sion had taken place.on this matter prior to 
the signing of the Treaty, and that quite 
recently the British Government had. made 
an offer to the Free State Government that 
they would be prepared to guarantee the 
Rage eg and interest on the bonds issued 
y the Government of the Free State.. 

That was very kindof the British Govern- 
ment—to guarantee. those bonds to the land- 
lords and other persons who might ‘i0l-! 
them. That was a serious matter, and one 
that required some: justification. 

It would be very satisfactory, no doubt, to 
the holders of those bonds, but he doubted 
if it would be satisfactory to the stability or 
independence of the Free State. To that 
extent the Minister had said to the British 
Government :—‘* You, are guaranteeing the 
principal and interest on these land bonds, 
and, consequently it will be your duty to see 
that we conduct ourself properly, so that 
you will not be called upon to honour that 
guarantee.’ 

If the proposition of the Minister was car- 
ried through it would be the duty of the 
british Government to try to ensure that the 
affairs of the Free State would be properly 
conducted, so that they would not be called 
upon to pay under that guarantee. What it 
amounted to, in fact, was putting the Free 
State m pawn for the amount of the land 
bonds. It meant that the Government of the 
ree State were agreeing to a certain amount 
of intereference in their affairs by the British 
Government. They were inviting the British 
Government to make themselves confident of 
the stability of the Free State, and to keep 
a watchful eye over the latter’s proceedings, 
and to make sure that they would not over- 
run their financial resources. 

He (Mr. Johnson) might be quite wrong in 
his interpretation of what the Minister had 
said, but it seemed to him that the statement 
required explanation or further consideraion. 
He thought that unless a satisfactory ex- 
planation was given it. might be necessary to 
ask the Daj! to inform the British Govern- 
ment that they did. not desire that the 
British Parliament should pass the legislation 
that was proposed in the King’s Speech. He 
objected to the putting of the State in pawn 
by departmental action, without referénce to 
the Oireachtas. 

He hoped that the Minister, even at this 
stage, would do something to remove the im- 
pression that had been created by the refe- 
rence in the King’s Speech in the British Par- 
lament. and by his statement that afernoon in 


the Dail. 
MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that he agreed with practically every word 
that the deputy had said, and he was rather 
glad that the question had been raised, as it 
gave him the opportunity of allaving the 
fears of a very large number of peonle in the 
country who were ready to “smell a rat” 
at the very first opportunity. 

Mr. Johnson had said that this’ was an ar- 
rangement with the British Government 
behind the back of the Dail, It was not.

PROGRESS. 


ISTERVIEW WITH 
PRESIDENT COSGRAVE. 


By PAUL WILLIAMS. 


(SreciAL CORRESPONDENT OF THE “ CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE.’’) 
DUBLIN, Tuesday. 

‘*Treland must work out its own destiny. 
It is not going to be as easy as many people 
think. The only way in which we can 
succeed is by work—*hard work, and plenty 
of it.”” Thus declared President Cosgrave of 
the Irish Free State, when I asked him to 
talk about the South of Ireland's problems. 

‘* More foreign capital has been coming into 
Ireland than most people realise. Sinn Fein 
means ‘Ourselves alone”; we. ought to ‘le- 
velop the country ourselves, and if we are 
incapable of doing it we are unfit to govern 
the country. Owing to internal strife, which 
now seems to-be over; we are suffering from 
inflation caused by. the world war. ‘Before 
the war Irish labour was cheaper than 
British ; now it is more costly. Prices aud 
wages must come down before we can venture 
far on the programme of rebuilding. 

Our railways must. be re-organised, and we 
hope to accomplish this in 1924, and mate- 
rially reduce rates without making the com- 
panies unprofitable. The Government is 
cation under -private ownership of the ment 
eight lines in economic groups as more efh- 
cient and less costly to operate. The Go- 
vernment has been studying this problem for 
eighteen months, and its plan will be set 
forth in legislation, which will probably be 
introduced in the latter part of the month. 

As -rapidly “as possible we shall com- 
plete land purehase and plae an 
additiona! 70,000 Irishmen in possession of 
farms. After this land has been taken over 
there will be no more which can be divided. 
Intensive agriculture is to be encouraged, and 
by this way we expect by bigger and better 
exports to ease the trade balance, which is 
now approximately twelve million sterling. 

“Sinn Fein discouraged emigration, but 
this wads otherwise restricted by regulations 
in. the United States. Our emigrants, how- 
ever, give us a big return. We get a hundied 
thousand money orders from.the United States 
every vear, and ifthis could be added to, our 
trade ‘balance wontld increase substantially.” 

President Cosgrave asked to be excused from 
discussing the. boundary question, but an 
effort is to be made in the latter part of 
January to get representatives of the North 
arid South at a preliminary conference in 
London with the spokesman of the British 
Government. 

The Free State’s: share of the Imperial debt 
was another subject that President Cosgrave 
thought it unwise to discuss at this time. If 
is learned that the British Government has 
not yet made any. representations, and pro- 
bably will not until the boundary dispute is 
settled and the exact area and population of 
the Free State are known. Officials of the Free 
State are sincerely convinced that the value 
of their bona fide counter-claims off-set, or

EXTRAORDINARY SCENE 
IN SCOTTISH CITY. 
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A week's “redemption campaign” con- 
ducted at Aberdeen by Commissioner and 
Mrs. Booth Tucker of the Salvation Army 
culminated in the public burning of idols by 
many of the 142 converts claimed during this 
period. 

In the presence of a crowd numbering fully 
2.000 in the vicinity of the Market Cross of 
Aberdeen there was raised aloft an iron 
brazier burning brightly. After impassioned 
addresses had been delivered the converts, 
male and female. were called upon to: give 
outward and visible proof of their abandon- 
ment of the idols which had led them off the 
path of rectitude. .

All the. speakers were listened to atten- 
tively, and as the idols perished in the flames

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It is not unlikely that behind the scenes

He 
adds :—‘‘IT am not vet convinced that there 
is a strong probabilitv of a strike. but in 
such an event, the good faith of this union 
in honouring its agreements would be at 
stake, and I look for the co-operation of all 
coneerned to enable us to carry on with 
credit.” 


SERIOUS FLOODS IN 
IRELAND. 
TOWN AND COUNTRY 

PEOPLE HOMELESS. . 
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The weather reports received last ni.zht 
show that it rained incessantly over virtuelly 
the whole of the country throughout vester- 
day. Many places report continuous rain for 
forty-eight hours, with no signs of'a change. 

Between nine o'clock on Monday morning 
and nine o’clock vesterday morning twenty- 
theee tons-of water to the acre fell*in Dublin, 
making 116 tons since 9 p.m. on Saturday. 
It rained without ceg¢sation throughout yes- 
terday and last night, and early this morning 
there was every prospect of another wet day. 

The Liftey, Dodaer, Tolka and smaller 
streams continue to rise, and in the upper 
reaches extensive areas are’ inundatéd.’: Much 
hay and straw and many drowned poultry 
floated down the Liffey. 

, At sea the discomforts of the incessant rain 
were increased by strong  south-easterly 
winds, and incoming vessels were much de- 
layed. Several vessels which had put to sea 
on Monday ran back to shelter yesterday. 
Many. ships were still sterm-bound last night. 

GLEN OF AHERLOW FLOODS. 

The most serious tloods are reported from 

the Glen of Aherlow, where the Ahertow rivu-

Many people have been rendered 
homeless; others have erected dams to pro- 
tect/ their homes. and spent yesterday in bail- 
ing out the water that pereolated through, 
but the flood continues to rjse, and unless 
there is an immediate change the sufferers 
will number hundreds. 

Telegrapi:ing iast night, our Tipperary Cor- 
respondent. said that parts of the road from 
Tipperary to Limerick Junction are sub- 
merged to a depth of several feet. It is neces- 
sary to, make detours of some miles to ‘reach 
Bausha ond other villages, some of which are 
completely isolated. Distress is acute and 
calls for immediate relicf measures. 

In Tipperarp town ‘itself the Arra, an 
affluent of the Aherlow, has overtlowed, and 
low-lying parts of the town are flooded. 
Houses have been rendered uninhabitable, and 
the residents have been forced to seek the 
hospitality of people living ‘in the higher dis- 
tricts. 

ANXIETY IN FERMOY. 

There is great anxiety in’ Fermoy owing 
to the rise of the River Blackwater. Already 
Ashe guav is submerged, and the: market 
place, Lower Inches, and the promenade and 
fields on the north bank, are under water. 
People are afraid to go to béd in case the 
water’ should invade their houses while they 
sleep. 

The course of the River Shannon between 
Shannonbridge and Meelick, a distance ol 
twenty miles, has been iost in a vast stretcn 
of flood. People are marooned in their house», 
anJd live stock have only a very few patches 
of water-logged pasture on which to stand. 
Poultry, hay, straw, turnips, and potatoes 
have been swept away, and distress among 
the cottagers is acute. 

In the valleys of the Upper and Lower 
Brusna conditions are very bad. The Lower 
Brosna,. ordinarily a stream, is now. from 
one to two miles wide. It has been raining 
almost incessantly since Saturday, says our 
Banagher Correspondent, and the situation is 
one of extreme gratity. 

YOUGHAL SEA WALI], DAMAGED. 

The sea wall at Railway Hill, Youghal, has 
been severely battered by the heavy seas 
caused by a succession of gales, and the town 
surveyor reports that it must he strengthened 
as soon as possible. Tow-lying land to the 
west of the town is under water.

THE RIGHT OF SEARCIE. 
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From Our DIPLOMATIC CoRRESPONDENT. 

: LONDON, Tuesday. 

The liquor-smagghng treaty with the 
United States, the final drafting of which 1s 
nearing completion, will give to the American 
authorities the right of examining the ships 
papers of British ‘vessels within one hour's 
sail or steaming distance of the United States. 
The statement that there will be a right of 
search within a twelve-mile limit is _in- 
accurate. In effect, a time standard is taken 
in place of a mileage standard. Therefore. 
technically, the three-mile limit of territorial! 
waters remains in force. 

This arrangement will impose equal condi- 
tions on a variety of craft. Small coasting 
vessels and high-power motor boats, which 
can attain great speed. are the principa) types 
of craít emploved in this traffic, and there is 
a considerable difference in their relative 
speeds. 

The procedure adopted would be ag follows: 
If the authorities are suspicious of a vessel 
they will examine its papers, ari then, if 
necessary, overhaul the ship. 

In return for this concession of the right 
to search, America agrees to grant Cireat 
Britain the right of permitting British ships 
to enter American territorial waters with 
liquor under seal. 

Some doubt. was entertained at first that 
this might be considered a violation of the 
Volstead Prohibition Enforcement Art. 
American legal authorities have now come to 
a contrary opinion, and the process by which 
they have reached this opinion is of the 
greatest interest. By the constitutional Jaw 
of the United States, a treaty takes pre- 
cedence over an Act. but cannot overrule any 
Article of the Constitution ‘itself. Prohibition

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THE KING'S SPEECH. 


The Times observes, in a leading article :— 
The difficulty which the Opposition found in 
making effective criticisms on the King's 
Speech is evidence of the 
which it was drafted.

watch with interest the forces allied against 
them. if allied those forces were, and the 
composition of the Government to be .evolved 
out of the Opposition. All the same, he pro- 
mised that whatever the Government may 
be, and while he and his party will be ready 
to do. battle with it when they think it is 
doing wrong, there will be no factious opposi 
tion where unity.

On the whole, Mr. Macdonald's speech showed 
a considerable sense of the serfous nature of 
the situation at home as well as abroad, of 
the difficulties inseparable from it, and of 
the heavy responsibility they impose on those 
who will have to deal with it.

DUBLIN UNION. 


INCREASED DEMAND ON 
RATEPAYERS, 


I 


The Dublin Union Commissioners, “Mr. 
Seamus Murphy, Dr. O'Dwyer, and Mrs. 
Power, sat yesterday in the Boardroom of the 
Union to consider the estimate for the year 
ending March 3lst, 1925. 

The Clerk submitted his annual estimate 
and demand. The total demand was £277,177, 
made up as follows:—-For general charges, 
£274,247; for repayment of loans, £2,3 

The demand is apportioned as follows :—On 
Dublin County Council, in respect of general 
charges, £87,643; in respect of repayment of 
loans, £936, making a total demand on the 
County Council of £885,579; on the Dublin 
Corporation, in respect of general charges, 
£186,604; in respect of repayment of loans, 
£1,994, making a total demand on the Cor- 
poration of £188,598. 

This amount (£277,177) compared with the 
combined demands of the Dublin Board of 
Guardians and the Celbridge Board of 
Guardians, in respect of the Celbridge No. 2 
Area, which forms portion of the Dublin 
Union, amounting to £271,986.for thé year 
ending 3lst March, 1924, shows an increase in 
the total demands on the contributory bodies 
for the financial year ending March 3ist, 1925, 
of £5,191, representing about three-farthings 
in the pound on the total valuation of the 
Union. i 

That increased demand of £5,191 was ac- 
counted for as follows:—The estimated ex- 
penditure of the Dublin Union, including the 
added area of Celbridge No. 2 for the 
year ending March 3lst, 1924, was £512,010, 
which was reduced bv credit balances and 
estimated receipts amounting to £40,024, 
leaving the set demand on the contributory 
bodies for 1423- 24 £271,986. .The estimated 
expenditure for 1924-’25 was £289,485, show- 
ing a reduction in the expenditure in previous 


estimates (1923-'24) of £22,525. Tu that de- | 


crease war to be added the estimsted credit 
balance on March 3lst, 1924, 
mated receipts for the year ending March 
Sist, 1925, £12,308, making a total credit of 
£34,855. . 

It would be seen that the differences between 
the credits of the years 1924-'25 was £6,191,

COMMISSIONERS’ STATEMENT. 

The Commissioners, having devoted the day 
to considering the various items in the esti- 
mate, issued the foilowing statement :— 

‘In accordance with the Regulations the 
Commissioners were obliged to examine the 
Clerk’s estimate ana demand on re a mi 
bodies for the year commencing Ist April, 
1924, and ending 3lst March, 1925. The Com- 
missioners expect to reduce the expenditure by 
a sum of £25,025. hough they have reduced 
the demand in regard to expenditure by this 
amount thé demand on the ratepayers Is in- 
creased by £5,191 The explanation is that 
the Guardians on the Ist April, 1923, had 
£16,396 to credit and received a sum during 
the year of £10,995 on arcount.of emergency 
relief granted in the previous year that is 
1922.

The public do nos seem to be 
aware that in the list of Customg and Excise 
duties In the Freé State fiom “the Ist, April 
last it is stated in microscopic print at the 
foot of page 26:—‘‘ No duty is chargeable as 
respects sugar or molasses made from beet 
grown in the [Irish Free State.” Similar pro- 
vision has, however, not been made for the 
continuance of tobacco-growing in face of the 
cut-throat eompetition trom tobacco grown in 
India by coolie labour paid &t the rate of two- 
perce per day. The results of twenty years’ 
experimenting—now at an end—have proved 
to the satisfaction of the Agricultural Com- 
mission that a good tase hag been made out 
for the establishment of a tobacco-growing 
industry in Ireland. | 

No subsidies, bounties, or capital grants 
would be required if tobacco-growing had 
the same facilities as have already been given 
to sugar beet. The exemption of a sugar beet 
industry from duties’ is a recognition) of its im- 
portance as a source of employment. . Surely 
tobacco-growing, which vives nearly four 
times the employment that can be got out of 
sugar beet, has a much stronger claim in this 
respect. If, however, the Government persist 
in pitting Irish growers against coolie labour, 
the pioneers of this infant industry, over two 
hundred in number, wil] have been made fools 
of by an unaympathetic Government, and the 
expenditure of both time and money, together 
with the valuable experience gaiiied from 
these experiments, will have been utterly 
wasted in a vain attempt: to revive a 
once important, but now unwanted, Irish in- 
dustry.—Yours, ete., .

REDUCED ESTIMATE AND 
DEMAND. 


A statutory meeting of the Local Govern- 
ment Commissioners in charge of Cork Union 
took place yesterday afternoon to consider the 
Clerk’s estimate’ and demand for the year 
ending March, 1925. Mr. J. Hernon, 
Chairman, presided, and the other Commis- 
sioners present were Messrs. J. J. Clancy and 
Sean Holland. 

The Glerk (Mr. Jahn Cotter) submitted his 
annua] estimate and demand for the périod 
ending March, 1926. The total demand was 
£57,580. He remarked that. that was the 
lowest demand made since January, 1914. 

Ín reply to questions by the Commissioners, 
tne Clerk stated that this demand was £9,040 
ess than that which he submitted last year 
tor adoption, and was £2,720 less than the 
araount of the demand oí a year ago after it 
had been amended by a résolution of.the late 
Board of Guardians, reducing it by £6,310. 

The Commissioners o3nsidered- that the 
estimate was satisfactory, ahd they adopted it.

O’Brien said that he was conducting his own 
case, not through his own wish, but through 
force of circumstances. He had first 
an application to make, that on 
account of his not being able to 
preparé his case satisfactorily under the con- 
ditions under which he had to exist at pre- 
sent, he should be gone Fang parole in order 
to prepare his claim properly. 

pies Justice Atkin said that, with all the 

oodwill in the world, and appreciating the 
difficulties that might confront the claimant 
in his present position, the tribunal had no 
power to grant such an application. 

Claimant—Then there is no use in proceed- 
ing with this application? | 

zord Justice Atkin—No. 

Claimant—In that case [ must content my- 
self with. making an emphatic protest, which 
I hope will reach the ears of Parliament, that 
I have not been allowed the facilities neces- 
eary for the preparation of my case 

Mr, O’Brien asked for an adjournment of 
the hearing. 

Mr. Giveen, the Treasury counsel, not op- 
posing. Lord Justice Atkin said the tribunal 
were dianosed to grant an adjournment. - 

The claimant said that his principal object 
would be to see witnesses without inter- 
fererice. 

Lord Justice Atkin~That is a matter that 
wy cannot deal with. It is a matter for the 
discretion of the Prison Commissioners. 
don't. know what the rules are. There may 
be reasons for refusing that one prisoner 
should confer unobserved with another pri- 
soner. 

The hearing of Mr. O’Brien’s claim was ad- 
journed to February 11th. 

A LIVERPOOL CLAIMANT. 

Mr. Patrick Joseph Fleming, of 22 Banks 
road, Garston, Liverpool, was the next 
claimant,.Mr, R. O'Sullivan appearing in his 
behalf. 

He said he was a coal trimmer, in the em- 

loyment of the London, Midland and 
Ecottish Railway, earning £5 a week, or 
thereabouts; and, in addition, about 10s. & 
week for overtime. He was one of a number 
of deportees charged at the Old Bailey, but 
Mr. Justice Rigby Swift declared that there 
was no evidence against him, and directed 
that he should be acquitted. 

The Tribunal will Tater give a decision in 


the case. 
SILK TRAVELLER’S COMPLAINT. 

A claim for £7,500 was brought by Mr. 
Martin Molony. 

Mr. Harold Morris, K.C., said that Mr. 
Molony, born in Co. Clare in 1881, came to 
Londen in 1900, and from the position of a 
clerk, with a modest wage of £20 per year, 
rose to be manager, and afterwards traveller, 
tpecialising in the silk trade for a well-known 
firm of textile merchants. He afterwards 
ioihed other firms, and in 1920 booked orders 
os a traveller to the extent of £65,718, in 
1921 to the extent of £29,500, and in 1922 
£26,407. On these orders he was paid 2 per 
cent. commission, and had a aalary of 
a year, in addition to bonuses. In February, 
1823, he went into partnership with another 
skilled traveller named Mr. Tillott, Mr. 
Molony ptoviding the capital of £2,000. They 
started biisiness on Petruery 20th, and be- 
tween that date and March Ist Mr. Molon 
hooked ordérs to the extent of £1,198. a 
was arrested on March llth. His heaith was 
bad the whole of the time he was in prison. 

Mr. Molony, in his evidence, said that 
while interned he agitated to get a trial in 
open court, but failed to get it. After 
liberation, he found that many of his custo- 
mets would not see him, and others told him 
not to call until such time as he had cleared 
himself. 

Cross-examined, Mr. Molony said that he 
had been Treasurer of a branch of the Irish 
Self-Determination Leagne and a member af 
the Roger Casement. Club. 

The hearitig of the case was adjourned until 
to-day, when further claims will also be con- 
sidered. 
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THE SHOOTING OF A 
SOLDIER. 


DISTRICT JUSTICE AND 
MILITARY WITNESSES. 


When Private James. Graham, of the 
National Army. Military Police, was charged 
before Mr. Hannon, District Justice, at 
Monaghan, with having shot Private John 
Kitegerald, the military witnessés were not 
in attendance, and Superintendent Murphy; of 
the Civic Guard, commented on their absence. 

The District Justice said that he hoped 
that there would be some explanation later. 

Superintendent Murphy, in his evidence, said 
that at midnight on the 20th December he went 
to the Military Barracks, but after question- 
ing the comrades of the deceased man, he 
informed Commandant Gallagher that they 
were not in a fit state to give evidence, and 
the Commandant agreed. hey then went to 
the accused, and found him crying. He had 
several marks. on his mouth. @ said :— 
“ My God, did I ever think I would send a 
man befóre his God without a priest.” He 
was in a pitiable state, and he waited until 
the following morning to charge him. 

The Superintendent then gave evidence of 
a statement made by the accused after he had 
been chargpe- He described how he and 
anothér military policeman had been followed 
to the barrack by four soldiers. . At the 
barrack gate the men toak off their coats and 
charged Graham and his companion. After 
striking the other man, McGrory, the ten 
rushed at Graham. Fitzgerald jumped at 
him, and he pulled out his revolver. In the 
struggle that followed the revolver went cff, 
and Fitzgerald fell. 

Gross-examined by Mr. D. X. Keenan, the 
witness said that when he said that the two 
soldiers were not in a fit state to give their 
statements on the night of the tragedy, he 
meant that they were drunk. Graham was 
uite sober. ‘“When I said ‘ pitiable state’ 

meant a most remorseful state,’’ said the 
witness. The marks on his mouth indicated 
that he had been subject to a beating just 
beforehand. | 

Having adjourned the Court on three oc- 
casions awaiting the cord witnesses, the 
District Juatice observed that this treatment 
of the Court by the military auharities re- 
quired explanation. Out of courtesy to the 
military witnesses summmorises had not been 
served. If they had been served and the 
Witriesses failed to turn up he would feel 
obliged to call to the aid of that Court the 
assistanee which the law vested in it to 
maintain its dignity. 

The military witnesses arrived at 6.15 
ea and Private Galli stepped into the 
ox with a rifle in his hand. 5
